Whereas,  a  majority  of  the  commissioners  of  tax,  here- 
tofore appointed  by  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  sup- 
plement, have  already  resigned,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun-  Assessment: 
cil  of  Baltimore,  That  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  there  shall  be  appointed  by  a  convention  of  the 
two  branches  of  the  city  council,  as  many  commissioners  of 
the  tax  as  may  be  necessary  to  fill  the  present  vacancies  in 
the  board. 

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  vacancy  shall 
hereafter  happen  in  the  board  of  commissioners  of  the  tax, 
or  in  the  board  of  assessors,  that  those  vacancies  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Mayor,  as  other  vacancies  are  now  filled  in  the 
recess  of  the  council.

Wfipreas,  it  has  pleased  the  Almighty  to  remove  from  this 
life  our  friend  and  benefactor,  General  Lafayette,  a  man 
whose  name  will  occupy  a  place  on  the  page  of  history,  in- 
ferior only  to  that  of  Washington. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  JMayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  the  representatives  of  the  people  of  Baltimore  have 
received  the  intelligence  of  this  melancholy  event  with  a 
heart  felt  sorrow,  at  the  loss  which  his  family,  his  two  coun- 
tries, and  the  world  have  sustained  by  the  death  of  this  good 
man  and  devoted  patriot. 

Resolved,  That  the  community  has  been  at  all  times  pene- 
trated with  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  for  his  signal  services 
during  our  revolutionary  wTar  ;  and  a  lively  admiration  of 
that  firmness  and  consistency  of  character,  which  notwith- 
standing the  frowns  of  tyranny  and  the  turbulence  of  anar- 
chy, has  ever  held  fast  to  those  republican  principles  which 
constitute  the  boast  and  ornament  of  the  people  of  these- 
United  States. 

Resolved,  That  the  offices  of  the  Mayor  and  Register  be 
put  into  mourning,  and  that  the  Mayor,  members  of  the  City 
Council,  and  officers  of  the  corporation,  wear  crape  on  the. 
left  arm  for  thirty  days. 

Resolved,  That  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  committee  of  ar- 
rangements be  set  apart  as  one  of  public  mourning,  and 
that  the  citizens  be  respectfully  requested  to  abstain  from 
business  on  that  day. 

Resolved,  That  persons  having  charge  of  churches  to  which 
bells  are  attached,  be  requested  to  have  them  tolled  from 
five  to  six.o'clock,  A.  M.,  from  twelve  to  one,  and  from  sev- 
en to  eight  o'clock,  P.  M. 
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Resolved,  That  the  owners  or  captains  of  vessels  in  the 
harbor,  and  proprietors  of  public  buildings,  be  requested  to 
have  their  colors  hoisted  at  half  mast  from  sunrise  to  sun- 
set on  the  same  day. 

Resohed,  That  our  fellow  citizens  of  Baltimore  city  and 
county,  and  other  parts  of  the  state,  the  Cincinnatti,  the 
Reverend  clergy  of  the  city,  the  Governor  and  Council, 
Senators  and  members  of  Congress,  members  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, the  Military,  Judges  and  officers  of  the  several  courts, 
members  of  the  bar,  medical  faculty,  the  collector  and  offi- 
cers of  the  customs  for  the  port  of  Baltimore,  officers  of  the 
army  and  navy,  trustees  and  faculty  of  the  university,  for- 
eign consuls,  the  fraternities  of  masons  and  odd-fellows, 
other  benevolent  societies,  and  citizens  generally,  be  invi- 
ted to  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  committee  of  ar- 
rangement may  appoint,  and  proceed  in  funeral  procession 
to  the  place  which  may  be  designated  by  said  committee. 

Resolved,  That  after  said  procession  shall  have  arrived  at 
the  place  selected,  an  oration  be  delivered,  preceded  by  an 
opening  and  followed  by  a  closing  prayer  to  the  throne  of 
grace. 

Resolved,  That  persons  shall  be  selected  by  the  committee 
of  arrangements  to  perform  these  duties. 

Resolved,  That  the  reverened  clergy  be  respectfully  re- 
quested to  have  their  several  places  of  worship  opened  at 
five  o'clock,  P.  M.  on  that  day,  in  order  that  this  melancho- 
ly event  may  be  noticed  in  a  solemn  and  appropriate  man- 
ner. 

Resolved,  That  a  Joint  Committee  be  appointed  by  the 
presidents  of  the  two  branches  of  the  city  council,  who  in 
conjunction  with  the  Mayor,  shall  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  to  carry  the 
foregoing  resolutions  into  effect,  to  consult  and  advise  with 
any  committee  which  may  be  appointed  by  the  Cincinnatti 
and  military,  and  to  call  to  their  aid  and  consult  any  of  the 
citizens  in  order  that  these  resolutions  may  be  fulfilled  ac- 
cording to  their  spirit. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  proceedings  be  transmit- 
ted by  the  Mayor  to  the  family  of  General  Lafayette,  with 
a  letter  of  condolence  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  Balti- 
more, for  the  loss  which  they  and  all  of  us  have  sustained 
by  the  death  of  this  great  and  good  man.

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun-  Port  wardens 
cil  of  Baltimore,  That  the  line  of  extension  drawn  and  lo-  line, 
cated  by  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens,  agreeable  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Resolution  No.  28,  approved  March  8th,  1833, 
commencing  for  the  same  at  the  Sugar  House  wharf,  and 
running  southeastwardly  to  the  extended  limits  of  the  city, 
as  delineated  on  a,  chart  returned  by  the  said  board  of  Port 
Wardens  to  the  City  Council,  dated  January  1st,  1835,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  approved  of,  and  declared  to  be  the 
line  or  limit  beyond  which  no  wharf  or  wharves,  or  exten- 
sion of  any  kind,  shall  hereafter  be  constructed  or  made  in 
that  part  of  the  Harbor  contained  within  the  above  limits.

An  Ordinance  to  lay  and  collect  a  direct  tax  for  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  Direct  Tax  for 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  for  the  year  eighteen  1835. 
hundred  and  thirty-five,  a  direct  tax  of  three  and  one  third 
per  cent,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  levied  and  imposed  upon 
every  hundred  dollars  value  of  property,  within  the  limits 
prescribed  by  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  Governor 
and  Council,  under  the  first  section  of  an  act  of  Assembly

entitled  an  additional  act  relating  to  the  city  of  Baltimore) 
passed  at  December  session,  1830,  chapter  139,  and  in  pro- 
portion for  any  greater  or  less  sum,  as  said  property  shall 
have  been  assessed  in  virtue  of  an  act  of  Assembly,  enti- 
tled, "A  supplement  to  an  act  to  provide  for  a  new  assess- 
ment, and  appoint  collectors  of  the  tax  in  and  for  the  city 
and  county  of  Baltimore,"  passed  at  December  session,  1822, 
chapter  150,  and  the  said  direct  tax  shall  be  collected  and 
paid  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  act  of  Assembly,  and 
ordinances  of  the  city. 

Sec*  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  collec- 
tor of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  shall  have  and  receive  a  com- 
pensation of  three  per  cent,  for  collecting  the  tax  aforesaid, 
and  the  same  compensation  for  collecting  all  other  taxes  or 
assessments,  imposed  or  authorised  by  any  act  of  Assembly 
or  ordinance  of  the  city,  and  payable  within  the  year,  and 
which  is  made  the  duty  of  said  collector  to  collect.

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  expenses  of 
the  Public  Schools  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

P ublk;  School  Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
Tax  for  1835.  p^y  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  sum  of  twelve  and  a 
half  cents  on  every  hundred  dollars  worth  of  assessable  pro- 
perty in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  in  like  proportion  for 
any  greater  or  less  amount,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  levi- 
ed and  imposed  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
five,  for  the  payment  of  expenses  of  the  Public  Schools  in 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  as  the  said  expenses  shall  be  ascer- 
tained and  certified  under  the  authority  of  the  Commission- 
ers of  the  said  Public  Schools,  and  of  the  expenses  incur- 
red in  collecting  said  tax. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
the  tax  hereby  imposed  shall  be  collected  and  paid  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  state,  or  ordinances  of 
this  corporation ;  and  the  Register  shall  pay  to  the  commis- 
sioners of  public  schools  the  money  collected  as  aforesaid, 
towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  said  schools.

An  Ordinance  to  lay  and  collect  a  tax  for  the  repairs  of 
highways  and  bridges,  in  certain  parts  of  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Tax  for  high- 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  for  the  year  eighteen wa*9' 1835# 
hundred  and  thirty-five  a  tax  of  fifty  cents  shall  be,  and  is 
hereby  imposed  and  levied  on  every  hundred  dollars  assess- 
ed value  of  all  houses  and  lands,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
lying  without  the  limits  of  direct  taxation,  and  within  the 
exterior  limits  of  said  city,  and  in  proportion  for  any  great- 
er or  less  sum,  and  the  said  tax  shall  be  laid  and  collected  in 
the  same  manner  as  now  provided,  with  respect  toother  taxes 
which  the  Mayor  and  city  council  are  now  authorised  to 
impose,  and  the  tenants  in  possession  shall  be  liable  to  the 
payment  of  the  said  tax  upon  the  premises  as  occupied  by 
them,  without  its  operating,  however,  to  alter  the  nature  of 
contracts  between  landlords  and  tenants. 

Sec,  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  Ordained^  That 
the  tax  thus  levied  and  collected,  after  deducting  expenses 
of  collection,  shall  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
city  commissioners,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  and  repairing  such  of  the  public 
highways  and  bridges  within  the  limits,  subject  to  the  pre- 
sent assessment,  as  they  shall  deem  most  important  to  the 
public  necessity  and  convenience,  unless  otherwise  direct- 
ed by  ordinance  or  resolution  :  Provided,  however,  that  no 
greater  sum  than  two  hundred  dollars  shall  be  appropriated 
to  the  erection  of  any  one  bridge  within  the  limits  afore- 
said.

Section  1.    Be  it  enacted    and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  city  Court  tat 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,   That  the  sum   of  thirty- 1835. 
2 
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five  cents  on  every  hundred  dollars  worth  of  assessable  pro- 
perty within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  in  like  proportion 
for  any  greater  or  less  amount,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
levied  and  imposed  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty 
five,  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  Associate  Judg- 
es of  Baltimore  City  Court,  and  all  other  expenses  incurred 
in  the  administration  of  justice  therein,  as  said  expenses 
shall  be  ascertained  and  certified  under  the  authority  of  said 
court,  and  the  expenses  incurred  in  collecting  said  tax. 

Sec.  %  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
1835.  °°r  aX'  *ne  further  sum  of  forty-seven  cents  upon  every  hundred 
dollars  worth  of  the  same  property,  and  in  like  proportion 
for  any  greater  or  less  amount,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
levied  and  imposed  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thir- 
ty-five, for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the 
city  poor  in  the  poor  house  in  Baltimore  city  and  county, 
as  the  said  expenses  shall  be  ascertained  and  certified  by  the 
trustees  of  the  poor  for  Baltimore  city  and  county,  and  the 
expenses  in  the  collection  thereof:  Provided,  the  said  trus- 
tees account  annually  with  the  Mayor  and  city  council  of 
Baltimore  for  the  disbursement  of  all  moneys  received  by 
them  in  virtue  of  their  trust,  from  the  corporation  of  Bal- 
timore, for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
the  taxes  hereby  imposed  shall  be  collected  and  paid  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  state  and  ordinances 
of  this  corporation ;  and  the  register  of  the  city  shall  pay  to 
the  two  associate  judges  of  the  city  court,  their  salaries, 
and  shall  also  pay  the  expenses  of  the  court,  and  the  expen- 
ses of  the  city  poor,  and  the  several  respective  officers  and 
persons  who  may  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same.

be  and  the  same  is  hereby  levied  and  imposed  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  expenses  of  Baltimore  county  court,  and  Orphans 
court,  sitting  on  city  business,  for  the  allowance  to  the 
clerk  of  Baltimore  county  court  and  to  the  register  of  wills 
for  making  indexes,  for  removal  of  causes,  payment  of  coro- 
ners, expenses  of  elections,  repairing  court  house  and  pre- 
mises, salary  of  keeper,  city's  proportion  of  the  expenses 
of  the  Jail,  expenses  o(  making  returns  of  deaf  and  dumb, 
Baltimore  city's  part  of  the  levy  for  the  colonization  of  ne- 
groes, payment  of  the  services  of  the  register,  under  the 
ordinance  approved  (5th  of  April,  18*29,  and  expenses  incur- 
red in  collecting  said  tax.  And  the  said  tax  shall  be  collect- 
ed and  paid  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the 
state  and  ordinances  of  the  city.

A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  an  ordinance  relative 
to  repaving  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  in  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  approved  [9th  April,  1834. 

Secttox  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  ~ 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  whenever  the  owners  Btreets&c. 
of  two-thirds  of  the  property  on  any  street,  lane  or  alley, 
or  any  part  of  any  street,  lane,  or  alley  in  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore, shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Mayor  to 
have  the  same  repaved,  and  the  cut  I)  stones  renewed,  in 
conformity  witb  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland,  entitled  an  act  for  the  repaying  of 
streets,  lanes  and  alleys  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  passed  at 
December  session,  1833,  chapter  40,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Mayor  to  refer  the  same  to  the  city  commissioners. 

Sec.  '2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  City  Commissioners  to  proceed  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  the  ordinances  of  the  city  for  new  pave- 
ments, except  that  in  assessing  the  cost  of  wffo  repavement, 
and  renewal  of  curb  stones  upon  the  proprietors  of  lots 
fronting  on  the  street,  line  or  alley,  <>r  part  of  the  street, 
lane,  or  alley,  to  be  repaved,  they  shall  assess  only  two- 
thirds  of  said  cost. 

Sjcc.  'J.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  rela- 
tion to  the  said  two- thirds  <>f  -aid  cost,  the  duly  of  the  Col- 
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lector  and  Register  of  the  city  shall  be  the  same  as  is  pre-, 
scribed  in  relation  to  the  whole  cost  by  the  ordinances 
relative  to  new  pavements. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  re- 
maining one-third  of  said  cost,  and  the  whole  expense  of 
repaving  the  cross  streets,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Register 
out  of  any  unappropriated  money  in  the  treasury. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  whenever 
the  water  company's  pipes  are  in  a  decayed  or  leaky  state 
in  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  about  to  be  repaved,  it  shall 
not  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  or  City  Commissioners  to 
proceed  with  the  repavement,  until  said  pipes  are  repaired 
or  renewed.

Assessment 


A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  an  ordinance  to 
provide  for  the  valuation  and  assessment  of  property  in 
the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  in  making  the  assessment 
of  property  other  than  lands  and  lots  of  ground,  houses  and 
othejr  buildings   and    improvements,  furniture,  plate   and 
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slaves,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  assessors  to  enumer- 
ate specifically  in  their  returns  the  value  of  the  several 
species  of  personal  property  of  any  person  or  persons, 
which  several  species  of  personal  property  shall  be  con- 
sidered to  consist  of  the  amount  of  each  person's  whole 
estate  invested  in  trade,  including  all  goods,  wares  and 
merchandize,  all  stocks  of  wine  and  other  fermented  liquors 
and  distilled  spirits,  foreign  or  domestic,  for  private  use,  all 
statuary  and  paintings  if  not  in  the  hands  of  artists,  all 
libraries,  clocks,  watches  and  jewelry  in  private  use,  all 
horses,  mules,  and  carriages,  whether  used  for  transporta- 
tion of  merchandize,  produce  or  other  articles,  for  the  con- 
veyance of  persons,  or  for  both  purposes,  providing  they

carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  an  appeal  to 
Baltimore  city  court,  by  such  person  or  persons  as  may  con- 
ceive themselves  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  commission- 
ers aforesaid. 
Compensation  Sec  5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  each  of  the  commissioners 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  two  dollars  for  each  and  every  day 
he  may  be  employed  in  carrying  into  effect  the  duties  devolved 
upon  them  by  this  act,  which  several  sums,  together  with  all 
other  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  them,  shall  be  taken  and 
estimated  as  part  of  the  expenses  of  opening  the  aforesaid 
streets. 
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Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  case  any  vacancy  should  Tacancy. 
occur  in  the  board  of  commissioners  herein  before  appointed, 
from  any  cause,  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  city  be,  and   he  is 
hereby  authorised  and  empowered  to  fill  such  vacancy  by  the 
appoinment  of  others. 

Sec.  7.  And  beit  enacted,  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  Assent  requir- 
be  of  no  force  or  effect,  unless  approved   by  the  Mayor  and  ed. 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  notice  of  the  application  made  for  Notice, 
such  approval  being  first  given  for  at  least  two  weeks  in  all 
the  newspapers  of  the  city  of  Baltimore.

To  the  members  of  the  First  and  Second 

Branches  of  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen: 

Your  assembling  in  annual  session,  renders  it  my  duty  to  pre- 
sent a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  city,  in  relation  to  its  gov- 
ernment and  finances,  and  also  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  such 
measures,  as  may  seem  best  calculated  to  promote  the  health,  safe- 
ty, convenience  and  prosperity  of  our  fellow  citizens — In  the  fur- 
therance of  those  important  objects,  I  derive  much  satisfaction 
from  the  conviction  that  I  shall  be  aided  by  the  wisdom  and  intel- 
ligence of  the  Councils,  the  constituted  guardians  of  a  great  and 
flourishing  city,  inhabited  by  an  industrious,  orderly,  and  enter- 
prizing  community,  and  destined,  as  we  may  reasonably  anticipate, 
to  make  rapid  progress  in  her  career  of  prosperity. 

It  is  natural  that  we  should  manifest  an  anxious  solicitude  to 
fulfil  the  just  expectations  of  our  constituents. 

In  a  review  of  the  incidents  of  the  past  year,  there  is  an  abun- 
dant cause  of  gratitude  to  a  kind  and  gracious  Providence  for  the 
innumerable  blessings  which  he  has  conferred  upon  us.  With  the 
exception  of  a  short  interval,  our  city  has  enjoyed  its  usual  de- 
gree of  excellent  health.  Notwithstanding  the  embarrassments  of 
the  past  year,  many  pleasing  evidences  exist  in  relation  to  the 
prosperity  of  our  city;  it  appears  from  the  entries  at  our  Custom 
House,  that  the  imports  for  the  year  ending  on  the  30th  Septem- 
ber last,  amount  to  $4,594,240,  and  our  exports  for  the  same  pe- 
riod, to  ^4,165,095;  it  also  appears  that  our  exports  for  the  last 
year  exceeded  those  of  the  preceding  year,  and  our  imports  amount- 
ed to  less.  From  the  most  accurate  reports  that  I  have  been 
enabled  to  obtain,  it  appears  that  7  buildings  of  4  stories;   51  of  3 
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stories ;  509  of  2  stories, ;  and  16  of  1  story ;  making  a  total  of 
583,  have  been  erected  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  during  the 
past  year. 

Whilst  it  is  gratifying  to  witness  the  prosperous  condition  of 
our  trade,  and  enlargement  of  our  city,  it  is  equally  pleasing  to 
notice  the  progress  of  several  public  works,  the  completion  of 
which  cannot  fail  to  be  highly  beneficial  to  the  growth  and  pros- 
perity of  our  community. 

A  few  weeks  since  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  was 
opened  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers  and  merchandize,  from 
the  Point  of  Rocks  to  Harper's  Ferry. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  Winchester  and  Harper's  Ferry  Rail 
Road  will  be  finished  in  July  next,  by  which  the  distance  on  this 
route  will  be  increased  to  one  hundred  and  twelve  miles  from  Bal- 
timore. The  advantages  which  our  city  already  derives  from  that 
portion  of  the  road  now  completed,  will  unquestionably  be  en- 
hanced by  its  continuance  to  Winchester,  and  the  contemplated 
early  completion  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  to  Cumber- 
land. 

The  spirit  of  the  times  evidently  forbids  the  supposition  that 
Winchester  and  Cumberland  will  long  continue  to  be  the  termi- 
nating points  of  these  highly  important  works. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Baltimore  and  Washington  Rail  Road 
will  be  completed  by  the  first  of  July  next,  and  by  the  annual 
report  of  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Rail  Road  Company  herewith  submitted,  it  appears  that  no  efforts 
have  been  omitted  to  have  the  entire  work  constructed  in  the 
best  possible  manner. 

By  the  annual  report  of  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Bal- 
timore and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Company,  it  appears  that  the 
difficulties  which  have  heretofore  existed  in  relation  to  the  exten- 
sion of  the  rail  road  from  the  Maryland  line  to  York,  has  been 
remedied  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  distance  from  the  present  termination  of  the  rail  road  to 
York,  is  about  fifty  miles,  from  thence  to  the  Susquehanna  river, 
(a  distance  of  about  eleven  miles)  the  still  water  and  canal  naviga- 
tion of  the  Codorus  furnishes  a  safe  conveyance  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  merchandise. 

The  Tioga  branch  of  the  Susquehanna  connects  the  Erie  Canal 
with  the  north  branch  of  the  Pennsylvania  Canal  by  means  of  the 
Chemung  and  Seneca  Canals. 

A  rail  road  from  York  to  Columbia  is  recognized  by  an  act  of 
the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  the  completion  of  which,  togeth- 
er with  that  of  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road,  would 
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open  a  communication  by  canals,  rail  roads,  and  the  Tioga 
branch  of  the  Susquehanna  from  Baltimore  to  Pittsburgh,  Lake 
Erie,  and  Philadelphia  ;  such  a  connexion  could  not  tail  to  be 
highly  advantageous  to  our  city. 

A  recent  survey  has  been  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Bal- 
timore and  Port  Deposite  Rail  Road  Company,  with  a  view  to  the 
construction  of  a  rail  road  from  Baltimore  to  Port  Deposite — by 
the  report  of  the  Engineer,  the  distance  is  estimated  to  be  forty- 
one  and  one  quarter  miles.  It  appears  that  the  nature  of  the  route 
is  such  as  to  admit  of  its  construction  without  dilliculty,  and  at  a 
moderate  expenditure. 

It  is  proposed  to  form  a  connexion  at  the  Maryland  line  with 
the  Oxford  rail  road,  and  thereby  unite  with  the  Cumberland 
rail  road,  forty  miles  distant  from  Philadelphia — by  this  route  the 
estimated  distance  from  Baltimore  to  Philadelphia  is  only  about 
one  hundred  and  seventeen  miles. 

The  Cholera  made  its  appearance  in  our  city  the  latter  part  of 
October.  For  a  few  days  it  assumed  an  alarming  aspect,  but 
neither  in  duration  or  the  number  of  its  victims,  did  it  bear  a  com- 
parison with  the  afflictive  visitation  of  1832.  It  is,  however,  a 
painful  recollection  that  by  this  dreadful  malady  we  were,  as  in  a 
moment  deprived  of  many  valuable  and  estimable  citizens.  Upon 
the  appearance  of  this  epidemic,  I  deemed  it  my  indispensable 
duty  to  request  the  Board  of  Health  to  provide  an  hospital  for  the 
reception  of  destitute  persons  who  might  be  attacked  with  the 
disease.  As  the  furniture  and  fixtures  used  in  the  hospitals  in 
1832  were  in  possession  of  the  city  authorities,  the  sum  required 
for  this  purpose  was  only  ^174  77; — I  trust  that  the  course  adopt- 
ed in  relation  to  this  subject  will  be  approved  by  the  Councils, 
and  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  sum  expended. 

The  health  of  our  city  is  at  all  times  a  subject  of  the  most  seri- 
ous import,  requiring  constant  and  vigilant  attention,  and  no  ef- 
forts within  the  means  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  department 
have  been  omitted  for  the  promotion  of  this  desirable  object.  The 
members  of  the  Board  of  Health  have,  with  much  assiduity,  made 
frequent  and  careful  examinations  of  their  respective  districts,  and 
the  result  fully  proved  the  necessity  of  those  proceedings.  How- 
ever desirable  it  may  be  that  the  streets  should  be  kept  clean  and 
in  good  order,  it  is  equally  important,  and  perhaps  more  so,  that 
nuisances  should  be  removed  from  yards,  cellars,  vacant  lots,  &c. 
They  are  not  less  dangerous  or  prejudicial  to  health  in  conse- 
quence of  being  concealed  from  public  view. 

A  plentiful  supply  of  pure  water  is  essential  to  the  preservation 
of  the  health  and  cleanliness  cf  our  city — and  it  is  also  of  the  first 
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importance  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires.  The  want  of  an  abundant 
supply  of  water  has  upon  some  occasions  rendered  the  invaluable 
services  of  our  Fire  Companies  less  effectual  than  they  would  other- 
wise have  been.  To  be  effective,  the  supply  of  water  should  not 
only  be  pure  and  abundant,  but  under  the  entire  control  of  the 
city  authorities.  If  this  object  could  be  attained  without  adding 
to  the  city  debt,  I  would  recommend  it  to  your  favorable  consid- 
eration,— but  however  "desirable  and  important  it  may  be  that  the 
city  should  possess  this  source  of  health  and  safety,  I  am  admon- 
ished by  the  present  large  stock  debt  of  the  corporation,  not  to 
recommend  any  expenditure,  the  necessary  consequence  of  which 
would  be  an  increase  of  the  taxes  already  burthensome  to  many 
of  our  citizens,  and  especially  to  the  owners  of  real  estate. 

The  justice  and  propriety  of  placing  taxation  upon  a  more  equal 
basis  occupied  a  considerable  portion  of  the  deliberations  of  the 
Councils  at  their  last  annual  session,  and  the  subject  was  finally  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  with  instructions  to 
report  to  the  next  annual  or  extra  session  of  the  City  Council.  The 
committee  have,  doubtless,  bestowed  upon  the  subject  that  reflec- 
tion and  investigation  which  its  importance  merits,  and  of  course 
will  submit  their  report.  Under  these  circumstances  it  might  be 
deemed  indecorous  for  me  to  enlarge  upon  this  subject,  especially 
as  I  have  heretofore  expressed  my  opinion  in  relation  thereto. 

It  will  be  recollected  that  at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  a  me- 
morial was  presented  from  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, for  an  appropriation  to  aid  in  deepening  and  preserving  our 
harbor.  The  memorial  received  the  favorable  consideration  of 
the  committee,  to  which  it  was  referred,  and  a  bill  was  reported 
appropriating  $25,000  in  aid  of  that  object ;  but  in  consequence, 
as  it  is  presumed,  of  the  advanced  stage  of  the  session  at  which  it 
was  reported,  together  with  the  engrossing  subjects  which  at  that 
time  occupied  the  attention  of  the  House,  the  bill  was  not  acted 
upon. 

Deeming  the  subject  highly  important  to  our  community,  and 
believing  that  the  success  of  the  application  would  probably  very 
much  depend  upon  its  being  renewed  at  the  commencement  of  the 
present  session  of  Congress,  I  addressed  a  communication  to  our 
representatives,  requesting  them  again  to  present  the  subject  to 
the  consideration  of  the  House.  They  promptly  complied  with 
my  request,  and  I  have  the  satisfaction  to  inform  the  Council  that 
a  bill  is  now  pending  before  the  House  of  Representatives,  appro- 
priating $25,000  to  aid  in  deepening  and  preserving  the  harbor. 
When  it  is  remembered  that  the  Council  annually  appropriate 
$30,000  for  the  preservation  and  improvement  of  the  harbor,  and 
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that  this  is  a  source  from  which  the  government  of  the  United 
States  derive,  in  payment  of  duties,  a  large  amount  of  revenue, 
we  may  confidently  anticipate  that  an  application  manifestly  found- 
ed upon  the  plainest  principles  of  justice  and  equity,  will  not  be 
disregarded  by  the  constituted  authorities  of  the  nation. 

The  widening  and  deepening  the  channel  in.  our  harbor  has 
been  prosecuted  during  the  past  season, under  the  directions  of  the 
Port  Wardens, with  that  diligent  attention  its  importance  merited. 
It  appears  from  soundings  recently  taken,  that  at  an  ordinary  tide, 
vessels  drawing  thirteen  feet  water  may  now  with  safety  pass 
through  any  part  of  the  channel,  east  of  a  range  with  Calvert 
street.  The  expenditure  of  large  sums  of  money,  aided  by  the 
unremitted  vigilance  of  the  constituted  authorities,  is  the  only 
means  by  which  our  harbor  can  possibly  be  improved,  or  even  pre- 
served in  its  present  condition. 

It  will  be  recollected  that  a  memorial  was  also  presented  from 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  to  the  Legislature  of 
Maryland,  for  a  distribution  of  the  School  Fund.  An  act  was 
passed  for  this  purpose,  not  however  entirely  based  upon  popula- 
tion, in  consequence  of  which  our  city  received  a  less  amount 
than  we  seemed  entitled  to  in  equity  and  justice.  But  as  fre- 
quent attempts  had  been  made  to  divide  the  fund  in  question  be- 
tween the  several  counties,  without  reference  to  population,  our 
Senators  and  Delegates  prudently  determined  to  give  their  assent 
to  the  passage  of  the  act.  The  proportion  awarded  to  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  amounts  to  $12,650.  By  the  annual  report  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Public  Schools,  it  appears  that  a  commodious 
building  has  been  erected  on  Fell's  Point  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  male  and  female  schools  in  that  vicinity.  The  zeal  and 
ability  with  which  the  commissioners  continue  to  discharge  their 
highly  important  trust,  justly  entitles  them  to  the  commendation 
of  their  fellow  citizens,  especially  when  it  is  remembered  that 
their  duties  are  cheerfully  performed  without  any  pecuniary  com- 
pensation. 

The  necessity  of  a  well  regulated  system  of  public  instruction 
is  so  generally  admitted,  that  it  seems  scarcely  requisite  for  me  to 
recommend  this  important  subject  to  your  continued  favorable  at- 
tention. 

By  the  last  will  and  testament  of  our  lamented  fellow  citizen, 
Captain  James  Curtis,  (after  making  provision  for  some  members 
of  his  family)  the  whole  residue  of  his  estate  is  bequeathed  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
a  Free  School  on  Fell's  Point,  and  the  education  of  destitute  chil- 
dren.    This  benevolent  and  estimable  man,  who  has  left  such  an 
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enduring  evidence  of  his  desire  for  the  education  of  children, 
was  shipwrecked  at  sea  on  the  6th  day  of  November  last.  Though 
by  the  inscrutable  will  of  Providence,  his  body,  together  with 
that  of  his  beloved  wife,  was  in  an  unexpected  moment,  consign- 
ed to- the  mighty  deep,  a  monument  will  be  erected  to  his  memo- 
ry in  the  hearts  of  the  children  who  may  be  partakers  of  his  be- 
nevolence. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance  passed  at  the  last  annual 
session  of  the  Council  in  relation  to  repaving  streets,  considerable 
progress  has  been  made,  and  several  streets  repaved  ; — the  hand- 
some dressed  granite  curb  stones,  used  in  the  execution  of  this 
work,  and  the  superior  manner  in  which  the  paving  has  been  done, 
elicits  general  approbation.  Though  but  one-third  of  the  expense 
is  paid  by  the  city,  such  is  the  desire  of  the  citizens  to  improve 
the  condition  of  our  streets,  where  it  is  manifestly  necessary,  that 
they  cheerfully  consent  to  pay  two-thirds  of  the  expense  for  re- 
paving.  In  addition  to  the  streets  already  repaved,  applications 
have  been  received  for  several  others,  which  of  course  cannot 
be  commenced  until  the  ensuing  spring. 

A  resolution  of  the  Council  directing  a  wooden  Bridge  to  be 
built  over  Jones'  Falls  at  Water  street,  has  been  complied  with. 
The  design,  materials  and  workmanship  of  this  bridge,  are  highly 
creditable  to  the  architect,  under  whose  immediate  and  attentive 
direction  the  entire  work  has  been  performed.  I  would  respect- 
fully suggest  to  the  Council,  the  propriety  of  having  a  light, 
tasteful  roof,  supported  upon  turned  pillars,  placed  over  the 
bridge — it  would  certainly  tend  very  much  to  its  preservation. 

The  abutments  for  the  Bridge,  directed  to  be  built  over  Jones* 
Falls  at  Fleet  street,  have  been  prepared,  and  the  bridge  placed 
under  contract;  it  will  probably  be  completed  early  in  the  ensu- 
ing spring. 

The  dilapidated  condition  of  the  Draw  Bridge,  renders  it  pro- 
bable that  it  will  soon  be  impassible.  The  convenience  of  our 
fellow  citizens  residing  in  that  vicinity,  seems  to  require  that  a 
new  Bridge,  constructed  upon  approved  principles,  should  be 
erected  in  its  stead,  or  it  might  probably  be  equally  convenient 
and  certainly  more  advantageous  to  the  property  of  the  city,  to 
erect  a  bridge  with  a  pivot,  from  Lancaster  street  on  the  west 
side  of  Harford  dock,  to  connect  with  Point  street.  I  would  also 
suggest  the  propriety  of  increasing  the  height  of  the  walls  on  Har- 
ford run,  north  of  Market  street,  so  as  to  correspond  with  the 
grade  of  the  avenues  binding  thereon,  in  the  same  manner,  as 
heretofore  done  south  of  Market  street. 
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A  Market  House  has  been  built,  at  the  intersection  of  Howard 
and  Richmond  streets,  as  directed  by  the  Council;  a  small  addi- 
tional appropriation  will  be  required  to  erect  stalls,  grade  and 
pave  the  footways,  &c. 

1  would  respectfully  recommend  the  building  of  an  addition  to 
the  Belle  Air*  Market  House,  and  the  extension  of  the  brick  pave- 
ment ;  it  is  believed  that  the  stalls  would  immediately  be  rented. 
If  the  Council  concur  in  opinion  with  me  upon  this  subject,  it 
would  seem  proper  also  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  the  Hay 
Scales. 

The  street  pavement  on  both  sides  of  the  Centre  Market  House 
is  extremely  defective,  rendering  it  very  unpleasant  in  wet  wea- 
ther to  all  persons  attending  this  market;  and  when  it  is  recollect- 
ed how  large  a  portion  of  our  fellow-citizens  is  thus  subjected  to 
exposure  and  inconvenience,  there  seems  to  be  a  manifest  proprie- 
ty in  providing  for  their  comfort  and  safety,  especially  as  this  Mar- 
ket in  common  with  others,  is  a  source  of  considerable  revenue 
to  the  city.  I  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  two 
rows  of  flag  stones  be  placed  near  the  centre  of  the  street,  on  a 
range  with  the  wagons,  and  that  the  intermediate  space  between 
the  flag  stones  and  the  Market  House  be  repaved  in  the  best  pos- 
sible manner. 

The  Hanover  Market  House  has  been  repaired,  and.  the  Butch- 
ers' Stalls  erected  in  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  Council. 

The  rapid  increase  of  improvements  and  population  in  the  west- 
ern section  of  our  city,  renders  it  highly  probable  that  within  a 
very  few  years  the  present  limits  of  the  Lexington  Market  will 
prove  insufficient.  There  is  at  present  a  vacant  lot  extending  (on 
a  line  with  the  Market  House)  from  Green  to  Pearl  street;  if  this 
lot  could  be  purchased  or  leased  at  a  moderate  price,  it  would  in 
my  opinion  be  a  desirable  investment. 

The  Police  Department  of  our  city  government   is  highly  im- 
portant, whether  considered   in  reference   to  the   maintenance  of 
the  character  of  our  city,  or  the   peace,  protection  and  safety  of 
our  fellow  citizens.     The  Night  Watch  is  an  essential  branch  of 
this  department,  and  as  now  constituted,  is  believed  to  be  efficient 
and  well  organized.     In  consequence  of  the  extension  of  our  city, 
some  of  the  watch  districts  have  become  too  large  to  admit  of  their 
being   guarded  at  every  point  with   that  vigilance  and  attention 
requisite  for  the  protection   of  persons  and   property.     I    would 
therefore  recommend  that  provision  be  made  for  the  appointment 
of  a  few  additional  watchmen.     A  neat  and   substantial  watch 
house  has  been  erected  near  the  intersection  of  Baltimore  and  Green 
streets,  for   the  accommodation   of  the   Western   District   Night 
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Watch.  It  will  be  remembered,  that  the  sum  appropriated  by 
the  Council  for  watching  and  lighting  the  city  last  year,  was  $2000 
less  than  the  sum  appropriated  for  that  purpose  the  preceding 
years,  consequently  this  sum  as  will  be  seen  by  the  Register's 
Summary  was  not  entirely  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenditure. 

In  other  respects  as  it  is  well  known  to  the  Council,  our  Police 
is  lamentably  defective.  There  are  annually  appointed  twenty- 
four  City  Bailiffs — seven  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  is  the  whole 
amount  of  compensation  allowed  to  them  by  the  Council,  and  this 
sum  is  divided  between  those  bailiffs  only  that  attend  the  several 
markets  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  preservation  of  order, 
and  enforcing  the  observances  of  the  ordinances.  Many  services 
are  required  of  them  by  the  Ordinances,  for  which  they  receive 
no  compensation,  and  it  is  proper  that  I  should  state  that  those 
services  are  performed  to  as  great  an  extent  as  could  be  expected 
from  persons  who  receive  no  remuneration  from  the  city. 

In  presenting  this  important  subject  to  the  attention  of  the 
Council,  I  am  fully  sensible  of  the  difficulties  that  exist  in  rela- 
tion to  it,  in  consequence  of  the  limited  resources  of  the  city,  but 
I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  submit  the  matter  to  your  wisdom 
and  discretion,  with  an  assurance  of  my  zealous  co-operation  in 
the  adoption  of  such  measures  as  may  be  deemed  best  calculated 
to  render  more  effective  this  branch  of  our  city  government. 

There  is  a  subject,  though  not  under  the  immediate  control  of 
the  Council,  to  which  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  invite  their  serious  at- 
tention. I  allude  to  the  prison  discipline  of  our  Jail,  and  in  the 
remarks  that  I  am  about  to  submit  upon  the  subject,  it  is  proper 
that  I  should  state  distinctly,  that  they  have  no  reference  to  the 
manner  in  which  the  Governors  and  Visitors  of  the  Jail,  or  those 
acting  under  their  appointment,  discharge  their  duties.  So  far 
from  questioning  their  proceedings,  I  am  convinced  that  they  per- 
form faithfully  the  trust  confided  to  them,  and  that,  under  their 
judicious  management,  many  valuable  regulations  have  been  ef- 
fected. But  the  evils  to  which  I  allude,  arise  from  the  construc- 
tion of  the  prison,  and  until  the  defect  is  remedied,  it  seems  to 
me,  no  further  important  improvements  can  be  made.  Under 
the  present  arrangement  of  the  Jail,  .with  very  few  exceptions, 
all  persons  committed  for  criminal  offences  occupy  the  same 
apartments  ;  thus  persons  committed  for  every  grade  of  criminal 
offences,  from  those  of  minor  importance  to  burglary,and  murder, 
are  made  associates.  Amongst  criminals  however  situated, 
recklessness  is  esteemed  the  noblest  quality,  and  in  the 
walls  of  a  prison,  the  individual  most  devoid  of  compunction, 
and  destitute  of  fear,  will  be  regarded  as  the  hero.  By  such 
an  one  and  his  accomplices,  laws,  morality  and  conscience  will 
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be  derided  ;  the  timorous  will  be  emboldened,  the  scrupulous 
will  be  hardened,  and  the  ignorant  instructed.  There  are  men 
who  have  reduced  villainy  to  a  science,  and  to  whom  the  first  prin- 
ciples are  as  familiar  as  the  alphabet.  From  such  men  the  novice 
in  crime  may  learn  more  in  a  week  than  he  could  discover  by  his 
unassisted  faculties,  in  an  age.  In  our  Jail,  acquaintances  are 
formed,  leagues  entered  into,  and  plans  for  future  operations  di- 
gested. It  may  with  truth  be  stated  that  the  jail  as  now  arranged 
is  a  seminary  of  vice,  in  which  the  most  hardened  offenders  are 
the  teachers,  by  whom  lessons  ar.d  maxims  are  assiduously  incul- 
cated, calculated  to  banish  legal  restraint,  moral  consideration, 
pride  of  character  and  self  regard.  As  the  constituted  guardians  of 
the  city,  does  it  not  become  us  to  ask,  ought  these  things  so  to  be  ? 
Ought  we  not  to  endeavor  in  this  as  well  as  in  other  respects,  to 
preserve  a  good  moral  character  in  our  community  ?  I  am  convinced 
that  the  existing  defect  can  only  be  remedied  by  making  such  alter- 
ations in  the  Jail  as  will  under  ordinary  circumstances,  admit  of  ev- 
ery individual  committed  for  a  criminal  offence,  being  placed  in  a 
separate  apartment.  To  some  this  might  seem  rigorous,  but  I  can- 
not so  consider  it;  to  the  innocent  it  would  be  a  boon,  and  the  guilty 
would  have  no  right  to  complain  of  it,  and  could  suffer  no  detri- 
ment. Furnished,  as  they  should  be,  with  moral  and  religious 
works,  and  deprived  of  corrupting  associations,  they  might  be  in- 
duced to  enter  into  communion  with  themselves  as  to  the  past,  and 
look  more  narrowly  into  the  future.  Under  such  circumstances 
might  it  not  be  reasonably  anticipated  that  some  at  least  would  be 
restored  to  the  world  regenerated  and  reformed. 

It  appears  to  be  generally  admitted  that  the  Penitentiary  sys- 
tem, unless  conducted  upon  the  principle  of  solitary  confinement, 
has  the  effect  to  increase  instead  of  diminishing  crime;  if  there- 
fore it  is  found  necessary  to  separate  those  who  have  been  con- 
victed of  criminal  offences,  to  prevent  them  from  corrupting  each 
other,  how  much  more  important  is  it  that  previous  to  trial, 
the  innocent  and  guilty  should  be  kept  asunder.  By  reference 
to  the  reports  of  the  Governor  and  Visitors  of  the  Jail,  it  will  be 
seen  that  only  about  one-fifth  of  the  prisoners  committed  for  crim- 
inal offences  are  convicted,  the  remaining  four-fifths  are  released 
previous  to  trial  or  acquitted;  but  though  not  convicted  of  the 
offence,  with  which  they  may  have  been  charged,  they  cannot 
escape  contamination,  if  compelled  during  their  confinement,  to  be 
the  associates  of  reckless  and  abandoned  villains. 

I  respectfully  submit  this  subject  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Council,  under  a  full  conviction  that  they  will  bestow  upon  it 
that  reflection  and  investigation  which  its  importance  merits. 
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The  financial  concerns  of  the  City  is  a  subject  of  intense  inter- 
est, and  cannot  fail  at  all  times  to  engage  the  most  serious  atten- 
tion and  consideration  of  the  Council.  By  reference  to  the  annual 
report  of  the  committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  it  will  be  perceived 
that  generally  for  the  last  ten  years,  there  has  been  at  the  close 
of  each  year  a  deficiency  in  the  treasury;  for  although  by  the  Re- 
gister's annual  summary,  and  the  communications  from  this  de- 
partment, there  appears  a  balance  in  the  treasury,  it  was  subject, 
as  before  stated,  to  claims  for  a  much  larger  amount.  At  the  close 
of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  this  deficiency, 
(caused  in  a  great  measure  by  the  existence  of  the  cholera  in  that 
year)  amounted  to  upwards  of  seventy  thousand  dollars.  To  meet 
this  deficiency  the  Council  authorized  the  creation  of  a  stock  debt, 
to  that  amount.  Being  opposed  to  an  increase  of  the  debt  of  the 
city,  unless  unavoidable,  I  thought  proper  to  exercise  the  dis- 
cretion given  to  me  by  the  Council,  and  no  part  of  the  stock  debt 
thus  authorized  was  created ;  but  every  effort  was  made  to  lessen 
this  deficiency  as  much  as  possible  from  the  current  income  of  the 
year.  'From  this  source  a  considerable  portion  of  the  sum  was 
paid,  and  in  my  last  annual  communication  I  had  expressed  the 
opinion  that  by  using  the  utmost  economy  in  appropriations,  the 
balance  would  probably  be  extinguished  during  the  past  year,  but 
the  appropriations  which  seemed  indispensable,  were  larger,  and 
the  receipts  in  the  treasury  less  than  I  had  anticipated.  The  amount 
due  for  city  taxes,  as  will  appear  by  reference  to  the  report  of  the 
City  Collector,  is  greater  than  that  of  the  preceding  year.  I  was 
therefore  reluctantly  compelled  to  call  upon  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance,  for  a  loan  of  forty  thousand  dollars,  which  was  effect- 
ed. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  amount  in  the  treasury  is  nearly  suffi- 
cient for  the  payment  of  all  existing  claims  for  the  past  year,  with 
the  exception  of  the  amount  due  to  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 
I  therefore  confidently  hope  from  the  large  amount  due  for  city 
taxes,  and  the  strict  economy  which  the  Council  will  doubtless 
pursue  in  making  appropriations,  the  deficiency  that  may  ap- 
pear to  have  existed  in  the  treasury,  at  the  close  of  the  past  year, 
(with  the  exception  above  stated,)  will  be  paid  without  resorting 
to  further  loans. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Poor  for  Baltimore 
City  and  County,  and  of  the  Governors  and  Visiters  of  the  Jail 
have  been  received,  and  are  herewith  transmitted. 

The  City  Commissioners,  Port  Wardens,  Health  Commission- 
ers, Consulting  Physician,  and  the  Health  Officer,  have  respec- 
tively made  their  annual  reports,  containing  a  detailed  account  of 
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their  proceedings  for  the  past  year,  and  they  are  herewith  submit- 
ted. 

The  following  statement  taken  from  the  books  of  the  Register 
of  the  city,  will  exhibit  the  amount  of  Stock  Debt  due  by  the 
city  on  the  31st  day  of  December  1834.

City  Commissioners'  Office, 

Baltimore,  1st  January,  1835, 
To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 

of  Baltimore  : 
Gentlemen : 

The  undersigned  in  compliance  with  the  laws  of  your  Corpo- 
ration, present  the  following  report  in  relation  to  the  several 
matters  placed  in  their  charge  for  the  past  year. 

The  accompanying  abstract  of  expenditures,  will  shew  the 
several  sums  of  money  drawn  by  the  City  Commissioners  from 
the  Register,  and  that  the  appropriations  were  generally  sufficient 
for  the  purposes  intended,  as  the  balances  due  are  comparatively 
small. 

The  appropriation  for  the  repairing  of  City  Springs  has  been 
expended  in  part,  but  it  is  apprehended  that  considerable  difficulty 
will  attend  the  draining  and  making  the  necessary  repairs,  at  Cal- 
vert Street  Spring,  which  fact,  together  with  the  certain  insuffi- 
ciency of  the  appropriation,  has  prevented  any  attempt  to  accom- 
plish it,  there  is  however  no  doubt,  that  considerable  work  will 
be  required  to  place  it  in  a  proper  condition. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  balance  due  for  repairing  fire 
plugs  and  cisterns,  and  while  referring  to  this  subject  we  will 
remark,  that  by  the  Ordinance  No.  7,  of  1831,  the  City  Commis- 
sioners are  required  to  have  repairs  of  fire  plugs  made,  without 
any  discretion  on  their  part,  or  any  limit  as  to  expense,  but  the 
practice  of  appropriating  a  limited  sum  in  the  annual  appropria- 
tion bill  is  still  adhered  to,  hence  the  annual  reports  have  for 
some  years  shewn  a  deficiency  for  this  item,  the  register  declining 
to  pay  any  more  than  the  limited  amount  as  above  mentioned,  and 
the  consequence  is,  that  the  Water  Company  have  to  apply  to  the 
Council  for  the  liquidation  of  their  accounts. 

The  construction  of  a  Bridge  over  Jones'  Falls  at  Fleet  street, 
has  been  contracted  for,  a  part  of  the  work  done,  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  appropriation  will  be  sufficient. 

The  erection  of  fire  plugs  with  the  exception  of  one  in  Exeter 
street,  and  one  near  the  Independent  Fire  Company's  Engine 
house  have  been  accomplished,  but  the  bills  have  not  been  paid, 
on  account  of  the  late  period  of  their  presentation. 
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A  Watch  house  has  been  erected  for  the  Western  Watch,  agree- 
ably to  the  resolution  No.  69,  of  last  year,  and  is  now  occupied 
for  the  purpose  intended. 

The  tunnelling  of  Chatsworth  run  in  Cove  near  Columbia 
street,  and  the  erection  of  a  bridge  in  Park  lane  near  Wansbeck 
street,  have  not  been  done,  as  the  property  holders  have  not  ap- 
plied to  have  said  street  and  lane  paved. 

A  number  of  streets  have  been  re  paved  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Ordinance  No.  -26,  approved  19th  April,  1834,  and  the  amount 
expended  and  yet  due,  will  appear  by  reference  to  the  abstract 
of  expenditures  above  mentioned,  and  we  have  several  applications 
and  contracts  for  other  streets,  not  yet  consummated.  The  execu- 
tion of  this  work  has  received  our  particular  attention,  and  we 
are  gratified  at  the  numerous  expressions  of  approbation,  evinced 
by  the  public  of  our  exertions,  and  while  we  have  had  regard  to 
the  appearance  of  the  work,  we  have  not  lost  sight  of  the  import- 
ance of  its  durability. 

With  regard  to  repairing  paved  streets  we  have  to  remark,  that 
although  any  elfort  short  of  repaying,  will  fail  to  keep  our  high- 
ways in  perfect  order,  yet  it  seems  absolutely  necessary  to  attend 
to  partial  repairing,  hence  it  will  be  seen  that  a  balance  is  now 
due  for  this  item  of  expenditure,  and  we  regret  to  say  that  many 
streets  are  in  a  miserable  condition,  they  certainly  cannot  be  kept 
in  tolerable  order,  without  a  greater  expenditure  of  money;  com- 
plaints on  this  subject  are  very  numerous,  and  we  are  compelled 
to  state  in  answer  thereto,  that  we  have  no  appropriation.

Port  Wardens'  Office, 

Baltimore,  1st  January,  1835. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
Gentlemen: 

The  Port  Wardens  have  the  pleasure  to  present  the  following 
statement,  in  relation  to  their  operations  under  the  several  Ordi- 
nances and  Resolutions  made  and  passed  for  their  government. 

We  believe  that  a  progressive  improvement  has  been  accom- 
plished in  our  Harbor  and  Channel,  and  a  Chart  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted, showing  the  relative  result  of  soundings  taken  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  month  of  December,  1833  and  1834;  the  black  figures 
indicating  the  depth  of  water  in  the  former,  and  the  red  figures 
in  the  latter  year. 

The  repairing  of  McElderry's  wharf,  the  construction  of  a  break 
water  in  Jones'  Falls  near  Gay  street  bridge,  the  walling  of  Har- 
ford run  from  Orleans  street  to  Holland  street,  and  the  repairing 
of  the  wall  of  Jones'  Falls  at  Monument  street,  being  objects 
identified  with  the  preservation  of  the  Harbor,  have  all  been  ac- 
complished as  directed  by  the  several  Resolutions  appropriating 
money  for  said  works,  and  the  total  amount  drawn  from  the  city 
treasury  out  of  the  harbor  appropriation,  (exclusive  of  $1056  set 
aside  for  the  erection  of  Fleet  street  bridge)  is  $31,534  05,  thirty 
one  thousand  five  hundred  and   thirty-four  dollars  and  five  cents. 

The  unexpended  balance  of  $60  20  for  securing  the  walls  of 
Harford  run,  has  also  been  drawn  from  the  city  treasury  and  ap- 
plied to  that  object. 

The  piling  and  logging  in  front  of  the  city  property  purchased 
from  Caleb  Hall's  administrator,  has  been  deferred,  as  we  were 
able  to  deposit  some  of  the  mud  raised  at  that  place,  without  in- 
jury to  the  navigation;  and  it  is  believed  that  the  object  intended 
to  be  accomplished  by  this  improvement  will  be  much  facilitated 
by  a  change  in  the  plan  of  the  work,  which  can  hereafter  be  ex- 
plained to  such  committee  as  your  honorably  body  may  think  pro- 
per to  appoint. 

In  compliance  with  the  Resolution  No.  28,  approved  8th  March,. 
1833,  a  survey  and  chart  has  been   made  of  that  part  of  the  har- 
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bor,  commencing  at  the  Sugar  House  wharf,  and  running  south- 
eastwardly  to  the  extended  limits  of  the  city,  and  a  line  drawn, 
indicating  what  we  believe  to  be  the  best  location  for  a  Port  War- 
dens' Line  ;  which  said  chart  accompanies  this  report,  and  is  in- 
tended to  be  a  part  thereof.

OP  THE 

COMMISSIONERS  OF  HEALTH. 


Health  Office,  Baltimore,  December  31, 1834. 
To  the  honorable  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Gentlemen: 

In  obedience  to  the  thirty-third  section  of  an  Ordinance,  ap- 
proved March  24th,  1826,  we  have  the  honor  to  transmit  here- 
with, a  statement  of  our  accounts,  and  at  the  same  time  to  report 
on  the  state  of  the  subjects  committed  to  our  charge,  viz: 

The  public  springs  and  fountains  are  in  good  condition — so  far 
as  relates  to  the  purity  of  the  water. 

The  streets,  &c.  have  been  kept  in  as  clean  condition  as  possi- 
ble, without  exceeding  the  appropriation  for  that  object. 

The  sales  of  street  manure  have  been  regular  this  year,  and  are 
gradually  increasing. 

The  Small-Pox  has  made  its  appearance  in  126  instances,  since 
the  passage  of  an  Ordinance  of  the  25th  April,  1834,  requiring 
the  physicians  of  the  city  to  report  all  cases  of  that  disease  that 
came  under  their  notice.  Immediate  vaccination  was  practiced  in 
each  neighborhood,  and  was  attended  with  the  usual  happy  con- 
sequence of  prevention.  For  further  information  we  beg  leave 
to  refer  you  to  the  Consulting  Physician's  report. 

But  few  cases  of  Cholera  Morbus  occurred  throughout  the 
summer  season,  and  these  were  of  doubtful  character.  In  No- 
vember, Cholera  made  its  appearance,  and  for  a  few  days 
threatened  to  become  epidemic,  but  it  soon  ceased,  and  totally  sub- 
sided after  a  mortality  of  71  in  number,  all  of  whom  died  in  the 
month  of  November.  During  this  jperiod,  it  was  deemed  pro- 
per by  the  Mayor  and  this  Board  to  open  a  Cholera  Hospital, 
which  was  done  on  the  8th  of  November,  and  closed  on  the  6th 
of  December.  But  two  patients  were  admitted,  one  of  whom 
died  and  the  other  recovered.  The  whole  expense  amounts  to 
one  hundred  and  seventy-four  dollars,  and  seventy-eight  cents. 
($174  78.)  Here  too  the  board  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the 
Consulting  Physician. 

It  is  not  without  great  regret  for  the  past,  and  anxiety  for  the 
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future,  that  the  board  again  refer  to  the  subject  of  an  hospital  for 
infectious  and  epidemic  diseases.  They  trust  the  City  Council 
Will  receive  favorably  their  well  meant  suggestions  on  this  sub- 
ject, being  persuaded  that  such  an  hospital  would  be  attended 
with  incalculable  advantages. 

The  Secretary's  annual  report  of  interments  will  be  put  into 
the  printer's  hands  in  a  day  or  two ;  this  document  will  show 
that  the  general  health  of  the  city  has  been  very  good,  for  although 
there  have  been  342  more  interments  than  in  the  preceding  year, 
the  increase  of  population,  together  with  the  great  influx  of 
foreigners,  many  of  whom  died  here,  readily  accounts  for  the 
difference.

CONSULTING   PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


Baltimore,  December  31st,  1834. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 

The  termination  of  this  day  being  the  end  of  another  year,  U 
has  again  become  my  duty,  in  accordance  with  custom,  to  offer  a 
few  remarks  for  our  city  authorities  on  the  subject  of  the  health 
of  the  city. 

There  is  much  cause  for  thankfulness  to  a  kind  Providence,  for 
the  exemption  we  have  enjoyed  from  any  severe  epidemic  disease. 
The  general  character  of  our  diseases  throughout  the  spring,  at 
which  season  we  have  perhaps  always  some  indications  of  any 
summer  epidemic  about  to  appear,  were  such  as  to  leave  me  to 
expect  exemption  from  cholera  or  any  other  epidemic.  Early  in 
the  summer  I  was  called  to  see  four  cases  of  cholera  in  one 
house,  three  of  which  terminated  fatally,  and  all  of  which  bore  a 
strong  resemblance  to  epidemic  cholera.  A  careful  examination 
of  these  cases,  together  with  a  review  of  our  diseases  of  the  sea- 
son up  to  this  period,  induced  me  to  view  these  as  consecutive 
cases  of  cholera,  that  is  they  were  cases  of  common  cholera  morbus, 
caused  by  imprudence,  and  made  to  assume  the  livery  of  cholera, 
from  a  predisposition  or  impression  left  in  the  system  by  the  ep- 
idemic atmosphere  of  1832. 

It  will  be  perceived  by  reference  to  the  bills  of  mortality, 
that  there  is  a  somewhat  increased  mortality  during  the  present 
year,  but  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  rapidly  increasing 
population  there  is  but  little  difference. 

Early  in  November  cholera  made  its  appearance,  and  for  a  few 
days  excited  great  apprehension  in  the  city,  and  throughout  the 
country,  but  happily  a  few  days  terminated  its  career,  and  it  totally 
ceased  after  about  seventy  had  fallen  victims  to  it.  This  rapid  termi- 
nation was  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  my  mind,  because  I  had 
constantly  given  to  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Health,  as  my  opinion 
that  the  character  of  our  prevailing  diseases  did  not  resemble,  in  any 
considerable  degree,  that  which  had  preceded  the  cholera  of  1832. 
Besides  it  served  to  confirm  me  in  the  belief  that  my  original  opin- 
ion was  correct,  viz :  that  the  cholera  of  this  year  was  consecutive. 
It  will  be  perceived  that  the  course  pursued  by  the  Mayor  and 
Board  of  Health,  in  opening  an  Hospital,  without  raising  an  ex- 
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citement  in  the  public  mind,  was  attended  by  the  most  happy  con- 
sequences. 

It  appears  by  reference  to  our  records  that  there  have  been  vac- 
cinated under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health,  since  my  last 
report,  one  thousand  and  sixty-eight  persons.  When  it  is  known 
that  small  pox  made  its  appearance  in  126  places,  since  the  25th 
of  April  last,  it  will  be  seen,  that  much  was  required  of  the  board 
of  health  in  extending  vaccination  through  so  many  neighborhoods. 
It  has  occurred  to  me,  that  the  city  council,  in  the  ordinance  pro- 
viding for  neighborhood  vaccination,  intended  it  for  the  poor,  but 
it  has  happened  that  many  persons  in  easy  circumstances  require 
this  of  us  gratuitously,  and  there  is  reason  to  apprehend  that  as 
we  become  more  known  as  public  vaccinators,  people  will  have 
more  and  more  confidence,  and  purposely  delay  the  matter  till  we 
come  round ;  thus  may  a  considerable  evil  arise,  and  none  be  be- 
nefitted but  the  niggardly. 

I  feel  it  due  to  the  station  I  hold,  to  remind  the  honorable  the 
City  Council,  of  our  forlorn  condition  in  respect  to  an  Hospital  for 
the  reception  of  persons  affected  with  epidemic  diseases.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER. 


Baltimore,  December  22, 1834. 

To  Jesse  Hunt,  Esq. 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 
Sir: 

It  would  be  needless  to  expect  to  enforce  our  health  regula- 
tions without  meeting  with  some  difficulties  and  embarrassments, 
while  the  tide  of  emigration  sets  so  rapidly  in  upon  us,  nay  al- 
most to  overflowing. 

I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  difficulty  of  enforcing 
the  laws  of  the  corporation,  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  "conta- 
gious diseases ,"  for  the  want  of  the  necessary  means  and  facilities. 
As  I  intimated  in  my  report  of  1833,  we  are  shut  out  from  the  aid 
formerly  derived  from  the  Maryland  Hospital  (see  public  notice 
to  that  effect ;)  we  have  no  access  to  the  Infirmary,  they  are  (both 
institutions)  closed  against  us. 

Thus  circumstanced,  a  ship  arrived  at  quarantine  from  Bremen 
about  the  middle  of  June  last,  with  upwards  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  German  passengers  on  board,  several  of  whom  had  been 
afflicted  with  Small-Pox,  (one  being  on  the  recovery.)  It  was  with 
no  little  difficulty  I  procured  lodging,  nursing,  &c.  for  the  latter  on 
shore  at  a  small  dwelling  near  the  quarantine  station,  where  I  could 
attend  to  his  condition.  The  remaining  passengers  were  (by  per- 
mission) landed  at  the  Lazaretto  of  the  United  States,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  washing  and  disinfecting  their  clothing,  bedding,  &c.  I 
was  thus  enabled  to  have  the  ship  thoroughly  cleansed,  disin- 
fected, and  prepared  for  admission  into  dock.  One  of  the  sea- 
men was  now  attacked  with  the  same  disease  in  a  modified  form, 
{having  had  the  cow  pock  when  young)  who  was  supposed  to  be 
secure  ;  being  a  foreigner,  he  could  not  be  admitted  into  our  in- 
stitution for  seamen,  but  after  much  entreaty,  I  procured  for  him 
the  use  of  one  of  the  vacant  rooms  in  the  Lazaretto,  (fitted  up 
for  hospital  purposes  by  the  United  States,)  where  I  attended  to 
him,  found  nourishments,  nurse,  &c.  until  his  recovery,  and  thus 
enabled  the  Captain  to  proceed  with  his  ship  for  loading :  but  I 
presume  this  will  be  the  last  time  we  will  be  permitted  to 
have  the  privilege  of  the  like  communication,  with  this  institu- 
tion, as  we  have  notice  to  that  effect :  also,  we  cannot  be  allowed 
to  land  and  take  to  the  Lazaretto  any  articles,  "unless  they  pay 
duties  to  government."     Some  provision  will  therefore  be  neces- 
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sary  to  provide  a  depot  for  infected  or  damaged  articles,  that 
cannot  be  allowed  to  be  brought  directly  to  the  city,  arriving  in 
infected  vessels,  or  in  a  damaged  and  unwholesome  state. 

During  the  six  months,  commencing  with  the  1st  of  May,  and 
terminating  with  the  31st  of  October,  I  boarded  and  examined 
557  sail  of  vessels,  the  receipts  therefrom  amounted  to  $1763  00 
From  which  I  deducted  10  per  cent,  commission,  176  40

In  making  a  review  of  our  health  regulations,  a  question  arises, 
of  which  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  remind  you,  viz:  whether  it  is  not  pos- 
sible for  vessels  trading  through  canals  to  receive  (in  their  route 
to  this  city)  passeyigers  from  foreign  ports,  and  bring  them  in 
amongst  us  without  examination  as  to  their  cleanliness,  or  that  of 
the  ship  (or  vessel)  from  which  they  were  received?  A  case  in 
point  did  occur  in  the  summer  of  1833.  Indeed  some  of  our 
coasters  complain  of  the  partial  operation  of  our  Health  Regula- 
tions on  this  same  account,  arguing  that  it  is  more  probable  for 
diseases  to  be  introduced  in  this  way  than  through  vessels  coast- 
wise, in  which  last  case  they  (the  vessels)  would  be  subject  to  an 
inspection  from  the  proper  officer.

The  trustees  for  the  poor  of  Baltimore  city  and  county,  in  obedience 
to  the  act  ofAssembly  passed  at  December  session,  1818,  chapter  122, 
present  their  annual  report. 

The  following  statement  of  moneys  received  and  expended,  on  ac- 
count of  the  city  for  twelve  months,  ending  the  30th  April,  1834,  the 
period  to  which  the  annual  appropriation  was  calculated  to  extend,  is 
respectfully  submitted.

From  the  amount  of  expenditure  above  stated,  and  the  experience  of 
the  trustees  as  far  as  they  have  .advanced  in  the  operations  of  the  cur- 
rent year,  they  are  of  opinion  the  sum  of  nineteen  thousand  dollars 
will  be  required  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  and  for  contingencies  for 
the  year,  commencing  on  the  1st  of  May,  1835,  and  ending  the  30th 
April,  1836. 

Since  their  last  report,  the  trustees  have  paid  to  the  Mechanics' 
Bank  of  Baltimore  on  account  of  the  Calverton  debt,  six  hundred  dol- 
lars, leaving  due  a  balance  of  three  thousand  four  hundred  dollars. 

The  trustees  regret  they  have  not  been  able  to  realise  as  they  had 
expected,  from  balances  due  on  sales  of  property,  a  sufficient  sum  to 
extinguish  the  whole  of  the  above  debt ;  they  trust  however,  an  ade- 
quate amount  may  be  collected  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  year. 

The  document  marked  A  referred  to  in  the  aforegoing  statement  of 
account,  will  show  the  articles  purchased  under  the  head  of  'supplies.' 

The  table  marked  B,  will  show  that  there  were  admitted  into  the 
house,  during  the  year  ending  30th  April,  1834,  including  21  births, 
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928  paupers;  discharged  356;  bound  33;  deceased  200;  eloped  307; 
leaving  447,  including  those  before  in  the  house. 

The  table  marked  C,  exhibits  the  monthly  average  to  be  352  8-12 
city  paupers,  and  48  8-12  strangers;  the  city  being  charged  with  § 
of  the  latter. 

The  document  marked  D,  exhibits  the  articles  made  up  or  manu- 
factured in  the  house  by  the  paupers,  together  with  the  value  of  the 
same. 

The  document  marked  E,  exhibits  the  products  of  the  farm  for  the 
year,  valued  at  §5714  27,  of  which  sales  were  made  to  amount  of 
$439  59,  and  the  remainder  consumed  at  the  establishment.  This 
document  contains  also  an  account  of  the  work  done  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  farmer. 

There  accompanies  this  report  an  account  marked  F,  of  the  medi- 
cal and  surgical  cases  in  the  house  during  the  year,  showing  the  num- 
ber cured,  relieved,  &c. 

There  are  also  furnished  documents  showing  the  ages  of  the  pau- 
pers, and  the   period  of  residence  at  the  time  of  their  admission  into 
the  house  ;  also  their  places  of  birth,  habits,  &c.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

VISITERS 

of  Tin: 

JAIL  OF  BALTIMORE  CITY  AND  COUNTY. 


To  the  JWayor  a?id  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Maryland,  passed  at  December  session,  1831,  chapter  58,  the 
Board  of  Visiters  of  the  Jail  of  Baltimore  city  and  county,  present 
their  annual  report. 

The  document  marked  A,  exhibits  a  statement  of  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures for  the  year  ending  the  26th  November,  1834,  from  this 
statement  it  appears  that  the  whole  claim  upon  the  city  levy  for  support 
of  the  Jail  during  that  period  was  $2450.  We  estimate  that  the  sum 
of  $3000  should  be  levied,  to  pay  Baltimore  city's  proportion  of  Jail 
expenses,  from  26th  November,  1834,  to  26th  November,  1835. 

In  document  B,  will  be  found  the  usual  statistical  account  of  the 
Jail.  It  indicates  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  prisoners: 
the  whole  number  being  2449,  and  the  daily  average  100.  This  in- 
crease has  to  a  certain  extent  been  occasioned  by  the  commitment  of 
more  than  three  hundred  labourers  from  the  Washington  Rail  Road, 
and  the  repeal  of  the  law  abolishing  imprisonment  for  debts  under 
thirty  dollars.  In  this  document  will  be  found,  some  interesting  facts 
connected  with  the  subject  of  imprisonment  for  debt.  It  is  worthy  of 
remark,  that  the  debts  of  those  discharged  amounted  to  $581,497  30, 
the  cost  of  their  board  in  prison  to  $1051  20,  the  number  of  days 
consumed  by  them  in  confinement  to  5256,  while  the  whole  amount 
which  appears  by  the  Jail  records  to  have  been  recovered  is  only 
$338  23. 

The  document  marked  C,  shows  what  would  have  been  the  expen- 
ses of  the  Jail  for  1834  under  the  Sheriff,  compared  with  its  actual 
expenses  under  the  Warden:  from  this  it  appears  that  the  present  sys- 
tem has  effected  a  saving  to  the  city  and  county  of  ^2699  2S,  during 
the  past  year.  We  have  thought  proper  to  present  this  document,  in 
consequence  of  an  application  having  been  made  to  the  Legislature  at 
its  last  session,  to  restore  the  Jail  to  the  sheriff,  on  the  ground  that  its 
expenses  were  less  under  the  Sheriff  than  under  the  Warden. 
8 
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We  have  procured  an  act  of  Assembly  authorising  the  Visiters  to 
purchase  the  lot  on  which  is  situated  the  spring  which  had  been  con- 
veyed into  the  Jail :  and  have  now  completed  all  our  arrangements, 
for  furnishing  the  Jail  with  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  spring  water, 
at  a  cost  of  $500. 

A  gallery  has  been  erected  in  front  of  the  criminal  department  of 
the  Jail,  by  means  of  which  the  officers  are  enabled  to  inspect  the 
prisoners  at  night  without  being  themselves  perceived. 

The  institution  has  been  conducted  during  the  year,  entirely  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  board,  by  Mr.  Hudson  the  Warden,  to  whom  the 
public  is  deeply  indebted,  for  his  intelligent,  persevering  and  success- 
ful attention  to  his  duties. 

That  a  considerable  improvement  has  been  effected  in  the  Baltimore 
Jail,  must  be  manifest  to  all  who  are  acquainted  with  its  present  and 
former  condition.  By  reference  to  the  annual  reports  of  this  board,  in 
which  the  progress  of  that  improvement  has  been  detailed,  it  will  be 
perceived  that  our  attention  has  been  particularly  directed  to  the  com- 
fortable accommodation  of  the  Warden  and  his  assistants,  economy  in 
expenditures,  diligence  in  collecting  the  fees  allowed  by  law,  in  order 
to  lessen  the  demand  on  the  city  and  county  treasury,  preservation  and 
improvement  of  the  Jail  buildings,  exclusion  of  spirituous  liquors,  cul- 
tivation and  improvement  of  the  ground  within  the  Jail  enclosure,  ac- 
commodation for  sick  prisoners,  order,  regularity  and  cleanliness,  the 
comfort  and  security  of  the  prisoners,  and  their  classification,  separa- 
tion and  supervision. 

The  prisoners  are  now  classed  as  well  as  the  means  at  the  command 
of  the  Warden  will  admit;  but  there  is  not  in  the  present  building  an 
opportunity  of  separating  them,  to  the  extent  that  good  policy  de- 
mands. From  long  and  attentive  consideration  of  the  subject,  the 
board  are  convinced  that  the  separation  should  be  total ;  and  that  ev- 
ery prisoner  charged  with  a  criminal  offence,  should  have  an  apart- 
ment to  himself.  Till  this  can  be  accomplished,  we  are  not  aware  of 
any  further  improvement  which  can  be  made  in  the  discipline  of  our 
prison.  The  Jail,  notwithstanding  all  the  efforts  of  those  entrusted 
with  its  management,  will  still  continue  a  school  of  vice ;  and  few  who 
have  once  entered  the  precincts  of  its  criminal  department  can  escape 
its  defilements. 

Could  its  inmates  be  entirely  separated  from  one  another,  and  sub- 
jected to  the  constant  supervision  of  discreet  officers,  we  might  at 
least  expect,  that  they  would  retire  no  worse  than  when  they  entered : 
they  would  form  no  prison  acquaintances,  and  those  among  them  who 
were  innocent  of  the  offences  laid  to  their  charge,  would  return  to 
society  with  no  greater  aptitude  to  crime,  than  when  they  fell  under 
suspicion  ;  while  we  should  have  the  satisfaction  to  know,  that  during 
the  time  of  their  confinement,  the  guilty  had  been  unable  to  arrange 
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schemes  for  future  execution,  and  to  qualify  themselves  by  their  prison 
associations'the  better  to  execute  those  schemes  when  they  were  again 
at  liberty.  The  silence  and  solitude  of  the  cell,  together  with  moral 
and  religious  discipline,  might  also  induce  reflection  and  amendment  of 
life. 

In  orderto  accomplish  this  desirable  object,  it  would  be  necessary 
to  erect  a  considerable  addition  to  the  Jail :  the  board  is  not  disposed 
to  be  very  pressing  at  this  time  on  the  subject  of  a  new  building,  be- 
cause they  know  that  the  finances  of  the  city  are  not  in  a  condition  to 
bear  the  expense.  But  they  are  satisfied  that  the  time  will  shortly 
arrive  when  it  can  be  delayed  no  longer.  Similar  improvements  ma- 
king inotker  places,  now  admonish  us  that  unless  we  adopt  the  plan  of 
solitary  confinement,  our  city  will  be  the  resort  of  many  desperadoes, 
who  do  not  chose  to  remain  where  they  are  deprived  of  society  in 
prison:  indeed  we  are  strongly  inclined  to  the  belief,  that  one  cause 
of  the  increased  number  of  our  prisoners  at  this  time,  is  their  decided 
preference  of  the  Baltimore  Jail  and  Penitentiary  to  those  of  Phila- 
delphia.

SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 


COMMISSIONERS   OF  PURLIC   SCHOOLS 


TO  THE 


MAYOR  AND  CITY  COUNCIL. 


*To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 

Gentlemen : 

In  compliance  with  the  fourth  section  of  the  ordinance  of  1830, 
which  establishes  the  Board  of  Public  Schools,  the  Commis- 
sioners submit  a  detail  of  their  transactions  for  the  year  1834, 
which  together  with  the  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year,  will  con- 
stitute their  sixth  annual  report. 

Upon  the  re-organization  of  the  board  in  January  last,  Mr.  Cushing 
was  chosen  President,  and  Mr.  Cohen,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and 
subsequently  Mr.  Denison  was  chosen  President  to  supply  the  vacancy 
occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Cushing. 

By  reference  to  the  last  annual  report  it  will  be  found,  that  at  the 
close  of  the  year  1 833  we  had  five  schools  in  operation,  and  that  the- 
aggregate  number  of  scholars  was  five  hundred  and  forty-four. 

These  schools  were  located  as  follows:  Male  School  No.  1,  and 
Female  No.  2,  at  the  corner  of  Fayette  and  Greene  streets;  Male 
School  No.  2,  over  the  Engine  house,  in  Market  street,  Fell's  Pointy 
Female  School  No.  1,  over  the  Watch  House  in  the  same  street; 
Male  School  No.  3,  in  Aisquith  street;  and  the  extraordinary  objects 
which  claimed  the  attention  of  the  board  at  the  opening  of  the  new 
year  were;  First,  the  establishment  of  the  schools,  male  and  female, 
in  the  new  building  then  ready  for  their  reception  at  the  N.  E.  corner 
of  Hanover  and  Lee  streets.  Secondly,  the  fitting  up  of  the  build- 
ing lately  procured  at  the  corner  of  Front  and  Pitt  streets,  for  a  female 
school,  to  correspond  with  the  one  in  Aisquith  street,  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  schools  therein ;  and  thirdly,  the  contracting  for  and 
erection  of  a  new  building  intended  for  the  better  accommodation  of 
the  FelPs  Point  Public  Schools,  on  a  lot  procured  for  the  purpose,  at 
12 
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the  S.  W.  intersection  of  Market  and  Bank  streets.     The  whole  of 
these  objects  have  been  attended  to  and  will  be  mentioned  in  their  order. 

The  schools  at  the  corner  of  Hanover  and  Lee  streets,  went  into 
operation  on  the  2d  of  January,  1834;  the  male  school  under  the 
charge  of  Mr.  Stone,  and  the  female  school  under  the  charge  of  Mrs. 
King,  and  became,  according  to  the  numerical  order  of  their  establish- 
ment, Male  School  No.  4,  and  Female  School  No.  4,  respectively.  In 
consequence  of  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Stone,,  who  experienced  the 
usual  difficulties  which  attend  the  first  organization  of  a  Public  School, 
Mr.  Connolly  was  appointed,  and  both  the  schools  are  well  attended,, 
and  appear  to  enjoy  the  confidence  of  the  public  in  the  quarter  of  the 
city,  for  the  .accommodation  of  which  they  were  more  particularly 
designed. 

The  fitting  up  of  the  building  at  the  corner  of  Pitt  and  Front 
streets,  was  completed  in  April,  after  the  building  had  been  suitably 
painted  and  repaired.  The  school-room  was  enlarged,  and  when  ar- 
ranged with  desks  and  seats,  according  to  the  method  we  have  adopt- 
ed, was  found  capable  of  accommodating  one  hundred  and  fifty 
scholars,  and  by  taldng  in  the  remainder  of  the  building,  which  is  now 
occupied  as  a  dwelling  house,  may  be  fitted  up  for  a  much  larger 
number.  The  school  was  opened  on  the  30th  of  April  by  Miss  Miles, 
who  had  been  transferred  from  the  female  school  No.  1,  at  her  own 
request ;  it  was  called  female  school  No.  3,  and  is  now,  notwithstand- 
ing the  delicate  health  of  the  teacher,  in  a  very  flourishing  condition. 

The  erection  of  a  new  building  at  Fell's  Point,  which  is  mentioned 
as  the  third  objer.t  then  in  view,  received  the  earliest  attention  of  the 
board.  It  was  some  months  before  a  suitable  contract  could  be  made, 
which  was  at  length  effected  with  Mr.  Davis,  carpenter  and  builder — 
the  building  to  be  completed  according  to  a  detailed  plan  and  eleva- 
tion furnished  by  Mr.  Curley,  architect,  for  the  sum  of  $7100.  This 
is  a  larger  sum  than  the  Commissioners  had  included  in  their  estimate, 
but  from  the  improved  character  of  the  building  they  wished  to  have 
erected,  and  some  advance  in  the  price  of  materials  and  labor  since 
the  preceding  contract  had  been  made,  they  thought  it  no  more  than 
sufficient  to  insure  good  materials  and  a  faithful  execution  of  the  work. 
The  building  is  now  completed  and  ready  for  the  reception  of  the 
scholars.  It  is  handsomely  situated  on  the  west  side  of  Market  street, 
one  of  the  principal  avenues  leading  to  Fell's  Point,  and  besides  offer- 
ing accommodation  for  seven  or  eight  hundred  scholars,  it  presents  to 
the  eye  a  grateful  monument  of  city  munificence,  and  gives  a  beautiful 
architectural  embellishment  to  this  quarter  of  the  city. 

We  shall  now  proceed  to  detail  what  comes  more  properly  within 
the  immediate  province  of  the  board,  viz:  the  superintendence  of  the 
schools,  and  the  management  of  the  school  fund. 
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There  have  been  eight  schools  in  operation  throughout  the  year, 
with  an  aveiage  annual  attendance  of  eight  hundred  scholars. 

The  different  teachers  have  conducted  their  respective  schools  with 
ability,  industry  and  zeal,  and  so  as  to  justify  the  confidence  and  merit 
the  approbation  of  the  board.  They  have  paid  the  proper  attention 
to  the  positive  directions  that  have  been  given,  which  however,  have 
been  few,  as  much  is,  as  yet,  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  teacher;  and 
the  general  principles  of  government  and  modes  of  instruction  recom- 
mended in  the  reports,  have  been  candidly  considered  by  them,  and 
have  been  carried  out  to  as  great  an  extent  as  could  be  expected  from 
persons,  who,  coming  to  their  tasks  with  habits  and  opinions  ready 
formed,  and  in  the  practice  of  ^'routine,  grown  rigid  through  time, and 
authoritative  from  example,  do  not  easily  yield  to  new  impressions. 

The  schools  have  continued  to  flourish  under  the  system  we  have 
introduced,  and  are  evidently  gaining  ground  in  public  esteem;  so  that 
we  have  every  reason  to  congratulate  the  Council  upon  their  present 
condition  and  future  prospects;  and  we  can  confidently  promise,  that  if 
they  are  continued  upon  the  same  principles,  and  are  adequately  sup- 
ported, frhey  will  in  the  end,  fully  satisfy  the  highest  aspirations  of  their 
friends. 

The  course  of  study  has  undergone  little,  if  any,  change.  It  is  the 
same  in  all  the  schools,  varied  only  by  the  accidental  circumstances  of 
age  and  acquisition.  It  comprises  reading,  writing,  grammar,  geogra- 
phy and  arithmetic  ;  and  some  of  the  higher  classes,  or  more  advanced 
boys,  are  taught  the  elements  of  history,  the  first  principles  of  algebra 
and  mensuration,  and  book-keeping,  according  to  the  Italian  method 
by  double  entry,  if  the  parents  may  desire  it. 

It  is  certain,  therefore,  that  a  child  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  may 
receive  the  rudiments  of  a  sound  practical  English  education,  which 
will  fit  him  for  all  the  ordinary  pursuits  of  life,  at  the  low  rate  of  g4 
per  annum.  That  he  will  be  under  humane  and  competent  teachers, 
in  large,  handsome  and  well  ventilated  apartments — will  be  supplied 
with  the  best  elementary  and  Teading  books  our  language  affords,  with 
an  ample  supply  of  paper  and  stationary  without  any  additional  charge; 
he  will  be  instructed  after  the  best  methods  which  ingenious  men  have 
been  able  to  devise — will  have  examples  of  good  order  and  syste- 
matic arrangement  constantly  before  him,  and  be  required  to  sustain 
them  by  his  own  efforts,  and  above  all,  he  will  be  under  the  constant 
eare  of  discreet  and  disinterested  persons,  who,  acting  under  a  high 
public  responsibility,  unceasingly  regard,  watch  over  and  protect 
him. 

These,  gentlemen,  are  the  first  fruits  of  that  system,  to  which  you 
gave  the  first  effectual  impulse  five  years  ago,  by  imposing  a  tax  of 
12|  cents  upon  every  hundred  dollars  worth  of  rateable  property 
within  the  city,  for  the  support  of  public  schools,  a  rate  so  small  as  to 
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appear  wholly  inadequate  to  the  great  ends  you  had  in  view;  and  yet 
with  the  produce  of  a  tax,  which  is  not  more  than  a  cent  and  a  half 
per  annum  upon  every  $100  worth  of  property,  rated  at  its  actual 
value,  and  some  inconsiderable  aid  derived  from  other  sources,  you 
have  brought  education  to  the  door,  and  reduced  it  within  the  means, 
of  almost  every  parent  in  the  community. 

The  public  school  buildings,  of  which  there  are  now  five,  are  so 
located  with  reference  to  the  different  sections  of  the  city  and  their 
populousness,  as  to  be  within  a  reasonable  distance  of  every  one's 
habitation,  and  are  so  spacious  as  to  offer  ample  accommodation  for 
3000  children.  For  the  purposes  of  a  plain  English  education,  there- 
fore, until  the  number  of  scholars  shall  exceed  3000,  no  further  build- 
ings will  be  necessary,  nor  will  any  greater  annual  sum  than  has  here- 
tofore been  furnished,  be  required;  but  if  it  be  your  wish  to  confer 
the  means  of  higher  attainments,  by  the  establishment  of  one  or  more 
classical  schools,  one  or  more  new  buildings,  and  a  larger  income 
will  be  wanted. 

The  regulations  for  the  admission  of  children  are  the  same  as  here- 
tofore, girls  from  4  to  14,  and  boys  from  4  to  7,  are  admitted  to  the 
female  schools,  which  are  under  the  charge  of  females  only.  To  the 
male  schools  are  admitted  boys  from  7  to  14,  or  even  older,  if  they 
are  fit  to  act  as  monitors. 

The  advance  payment  of  $  1  per  quarter  is  always  required  upon 
the  admission  of  children,  and  the  same  sum  is  considered  due  upon 
the  first  day  of  each  succeeding  quarter.  If  it  be  not  paid,  the  only 
remedy  within  the  reach  of  the  teacher  is,  the  dismissal  of  the  child. 
This  is  the  rule — but  it  is  one  of  difficult  application,  and  there  are,  in 
consequence,  large  arrears  of  tuition  money,  in  all  the  schools  except 
Mr.  Roszel's.  That  gentleman  has  applied  the  rule  with  so  much  e£- 
feet,  or  a  place  in  his  school  is  so  highly  prized,  that  he  has  reported 
but  one  delinquency.

This  exhibit  presents  the  state  of  the  funds  under  the  most  favora- 
ble aspect  which  it  will  bear;  it  supposes  that  a  part  of  the  deficit 
may  be  paid  out  of  the  current  receipts  of  1835,  as  they  may  accrue. 
We  do  not  think,  however,  that  it  would  be  safe  to  rely  upon  the  ordi- 
nary receipts  for  more  than  the  current  expenses  of  the  year.  For 
though  there  is  an  estimated  excess  of  the  one  over  the  other  of,  per- 
haps, $1000 — that  excess  may  be  swept  off  by  many  contingencies.  The 
expenses  already  incurred,  and  for  the  payment  of  which  the  receipts 
of  the  year  1834  have  been  insufficient,  amount  by  estimate  to  $4765, 
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viz :  $2100  balance  due  upon  the  contract,  $1400  for  the  interior  and 
exterior  arrangement  of  the  building  and  lot,  and  $1265  for  bills  of 
stationary,  &c.  audited,  but  unpaid. 

The  Commissioners  were  emboldened  in  their  operations  by  the 
anticipation  of  the  city's  proportion  of  the  state  fund,  which  in  obedi- 
ence to  the  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  at  De- 
cember session,  1833,  was  to  be  apportioned,  and  which  they  expect- 
ed would  be  placed  within  their  reach.  The  sum  of  $12,650  in  stock 
of  the  Farmers  and  Merchants'  Bank  of  Baltimore  at  its  par  value, 
has  been  carried  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Western  Shore  to  the  credit 
of  the  city,  but  has  not  been  transferred.  This  fund  we  wish  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  board,  and  should  it  meet  the  approbation  of  the 
Council,  we  beg  the  subject  may  have  their  early  attention. 

The  object  may  perhaps  be  best  accomplished,  by  a  resolution  or 
ordinance  authorising  the  Treasurer  of  the  Western  Shore  to  transfer 
the  stock  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  also  au- 
thorising the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools,  when  the  transfer 
shall  have  been  made,  to  receive  the  dividends,  and  to  dispose  of,  or 
pledge  the  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  erection  and 
support  of  Public  Schools.  A  sufficient  sum  might  be  set  apart  or 
sold  for  the  payment  of  the  arrears  now  existing,  or  a  loan  might  be 
effected  on  the  credit  of  the  stock  to  the  amount  wanted,  and  the  resi- 
due re-invested  or  retained  as  a  fund  to  meet  any  exigency  that  might 
arise. 

Aware  that  this  is  not  the  time  to  propose  an  increase  of  taxation, 
and  that  the  higher  objects  we  contemplate,  must  wait  for  a  more  pro- 
pitious period,  we  have  only  to  ask  for  the  usual  annual  appropriation, 
which  will  be  amply  sufficient  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  year.
